Board of Deputies’ Protest

ISRAEL AND SUEZ CRISIS 
Nasser’s “Second Round” Threat 
CORRECTING THE ARMS IMBALANCE 


FROM OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT 


Through the smoke of heated debate on the Suez Canal issue in 
Parliament last week appeared one demand repeated by several speakers 
—the blockade of Israeli shipping through the Canal must cease. 

It was made clear that many Members would regard as unsatisfactory 
any settlement with Egypt which did not take this into account. 

Both sides agreed that if Colonel Nasser were allowed to get away 


with his act. of nationalising the 
Canal, his next move would be a 
second round against Israel. : 

Mr. HouGH Leader of 
the Opposition, renewed his request 
for Israel to be allowed to buy arms 
for her defence. but Sir ANTHONY 
Even, the Prime Minister, would not 
be drawn on this. He was not pre- 
pared, he said, to make a_ public 
statement on this matter at the 
present time. 

He iook the opportunity, however, to 
reaffirm the Government's adherence to 
the Tripartite. Declaration and made it 
clear that they iniended to discharge 
their obligations under it should the 
need arise. 

The Government used their majority 


to fotce acceptance of their policy 
‘through both Houses. 
Mr. . EMantes SHINWELL (Lab., 


Easingion) spoke of the. possibility of 
further negotiations, enher through the 
Unined Nations or with Colonel Nasser, 
and said that in any reasonable com- 
promise it must be clearly understood 
that the shipping of .every nation would 
be allowed to pass. through the Canal 
freely and that no impediment would be 
placed in the way of Israeli. shipping. 
Mr. Kenneth Pick THORN (Con., Car!l- 
ton). said he had~ thought political 
Zionism was a mistake, but he now 
adavtied he was wrong. He added: “I 
feel some. sympathy. for. the Egyptians 


about the Israeh ships, for whatever you.

“No settlement of the Canal dispute 
can be regarded as final until the. Israeli 
flag is going up and down the Canal 
freely on its business,” he declared.

The Western 
Powers, by their acts and threats of 
violence against countries in the Middle 
East, were in a grave position and weak. 
“If Israel is used as a pawn by us I 
believe it would ultimately desiroy her,” 


he said. 
Mr. Gaitskell said the danger that 
Colonel Nasser would al some time 


launch a war against Israe! could not be 
denied.. If that was what the Govern- 
ment feared they should do what the 
Opposition had pressed them to do again 
and again—allow Israel] to purchase arms.

In the debate in the Lords Lorp 
Hore-BeLisHa warned Colonel Nasser to 
take heed. 
the Suez Canal, he said. 

Lorp VANSITTART described Colone!] 
Nasser as “ the Egyptian rabble-rouser ”’ 


and said: Give him a litle more licence 
and he will set the whole East. alight, - 


beginning with Israel. 

“ Nasser’s aim is, after destroying. the 
Jews—note the parallel) with Hiiler—to 
unite all Arabs and Africans against the 
West. I hope the West will sit-up and

JORDAN ATTACKS 
ON ISRAEL 


Reason for Border 
Tension 


A statement on the recent clashes 
on the Isracl-Jordan border has been 
issued by the Israeli Embassy . in 
London. The statement stresses that 
the situation on the border has seri- 
ously deteriorated as a result of an 
increased number of planned and 
armed raids into Israel from Jordan 
territory, which have caused heavy 
losses of life and material damage. 


The reaffirmation of. the cease-fire 
agreement as a resukt of Mr. Ham- 
marskjoeld’s mission on April 26 last 
has not led to any improvement 
whatsoever in the border situation, the 
Statement says. Thus, in March, 1956, 
Israel lodged complaints to the Mixed 
Armistice Commission in respect of 30 
violations by Jordan; in April_ in 
respect of 56 violations: in May in 
respect of 48; in June in respect of 38; 
in July in respect of 45. The total 
number of these violations commitied 
by Jordan during the period from May | 
to September 10 was 160. 

These violations were accompanied by 
an unremitting campaign of _ hostile 
propaganda directed against Israel by the 
Jordan authorities. 

The statement points out that King 
Hussein had said on June 4, 1956 (as 
reported in Farastin of June 5S): “I 
promise that until our country is 
returned to us we shall remain prepared 
and shall not lay down our arms until 
our arms are achieved. We march for- 
ward to the liberation of our homeland, 
together with all our brethren ... 


whatever the price to be paid, whatever - 


the obstacles, until we achieve victory and 
unfurl our flag over our frec motherland. 
We are duty bound to gather strength from 
disaster and unite ourselves for the day 
we act.” | 
General Nawar said on June 16, on the 
occasion of maneeuyres held by.an Iraqi 
brigade, that. he hoped the brigade in 
question would. have the honour in the 
near fiiute to participate in military action 
in Palestine.

IN MEDIEVAL SPAIN 


Raquel—The Jewess of Toledo. 
By LION FEUCHTWANGER. Hutchinson.

The story of Esther seems to have 
laid down for all time the pattern of 
Jewish heroines to come, The author 
of Raquel” himself tells us that he 
has always been fascinated by the 
Biblical tale, and certainly there jis a 
Strong resemblance between the medi- 
eval Spanish Jewess and the young 


queen of ancient Persia. Raquel, 
dominated by her. father, even as 
Esther was ruled by her uncle. 


becomes the mistress of Alfonso of 
Spain, and .is instrumental. as was 
Esther of old. in helping her people 
in their time of need. 

Similarly, Don Yehuda may be 
compared with Mordecai, although in 
power and influence he is-more akin 
to Feuchtwanger’s own.

ISRAEL’S ROLE 


FOR the time being at least the 


threat of war which resulted from 
the Suez crisis has receded. With the 
convening this week of the Eighteen- 
Nation Conference there will be 
a short breathing space before the 
next stage in the drama is enacted. 
The Western world is quite rightly 


determined that Colonel Nasser 
shall not “get away” with his 


high-handed and illegal action, not 
only because such action cannot be 
condoned but also because of the 
repercussions it may have in other 
countries where foreigners own 
concessionary rights, especially as 
regards oil in the Middle East. It 
remains to be seen whether Egypt 
will be arraigned before the 
Security. Council whether 
economic sanctions will be imposed 
in an attempt to bring. Colonel 
Nasser to heel. In any event, one 
result of the present. situation is 
that the U.S.S.R. is strengthening 
its foothold in the Middle East, as 
evidenced by the sending of 
Russian pilots to the Canal and 
the warning issued by Moscow to 
Britain and France that she could 
not remain indifferent to the war- 
like preparations which were: being 
by the Western Powers. 
Once again the Indian Government 
is playing. an active part as media- 
tor, and it may be that the Indian 
plan which was previously rejected 
by the eighteen nations will again 
come up for consideration. Should 
the dispute be brought before the 
Security. Council it 1s. almost cer- 
come up against . the 
problem of the Russian veto, and 


the Security Council may not even 


get so far as it did in November, 
1951, when it. managed to pass a 
resolution condemning Egypt, for 
blockading Israeli shipping. The 
failure to implement that resolution 
gives the cynics an opportunity to 
decry any reference of the present 
dispute to the Security Council. If, 
however, the problem should come 
before the U.N. Assembly it would 
Israeli Government an 
opportunity to join in the debate 
and to that extent would somewhat 
assuage its’ grievance that it has 
been: excluded from the London 
discUuSSIONS. 

The role. of Israel now becomes 
more interesting. If, as appears to 
be the case, the Western Powers 
are. forced :to give more ground 
there will be a stronger case. for 
insisting that Israel should be 
brought’ in as an: ally.. Already 


there appears to be a growing body 


of opinion in. this country which 
leans towards this. view, and has 
found expression in. last. .week’s 
debate in both Houses Parlia- 
ment as well as in various organs 
of the press. So long as Great 
Britain’. and France: together 
expected that they would be able 
to prevent Colonel Nasser from 
“getting away with it” they hoped 
that they would not. be obliged to 
call.on Israel for assistance, but as 
the Western. position weakens: so 
the need for military aid which 
could be called upon at. short 
notice becomes greater: is 
already clear. that. Cyprus is far. 


from an ideal base from 
which to operate. Even if the 
Government cannot go so far as 


Sir Stephen King-Hall would wish 
in: asking that British troops. in 
strength should stationed in 
Israel, there 1s surely a strong case 
for recommending. that Staff. talks 
order to. co- 
ordinate military activity in case 
the necessity for action should 


arise. 


In. 
week Sir Anthony Eden urged upon 
Parliament the danger of appeasing 
Colonel Nasser. The whole question 
of how far this country should go 
in appeasing the Arab States needs 
urgent reconsideration. The Gov- 
ernment have argued that strong 
action is the only way to keep 
Colonel Nasser under control and 
also to prevent his example from 
being followed by the other Arab 
countries. If this is correct then a 
bold policy of support for Israel 
now: is far more likely to have a 
deterrent effect than the constant 
appeasement of Arab public opinion 
which the Government insists — is 
necessary, The vacillating policies 
which have been followed in the past 
have been largely responsible for the 
present crisis. A real show of deter- 
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mination by the West that they. 


intend to give the maximum support 
to Israel under the Charter of the 
United Nations would go far to 
restoring the Western Powers’ 
waning prestige. The Western 
Powers have to recognise that they 
are up against the rising tide of 
Arab nationalism. The seizure of 
the Suez Canal is one aspect of this 
movement. The hostility of. the 
Arab States towards Israel is 
another. Now that the discussion 
on Suez has passed the stage where 
it is confined to the problem of inter- 
national control of the Canal there 
is no reason why the position of 
Israel in its relationship with the 
Arab States should not: be con- 
sidered by the Western Powers at 
the. same time as the problem of 


Suez, One may be sure that if this . 


dispute reaches the United Nations 
the two subjects will be hopelessly 
intermingled if for no other reason 
than because the Arabs, unlike the 
Western Powers. do not attempt to 
make such a clear-cut distinction 
between these problems. 

The recrudescence of incidents 
on Israel’s frontiers entailing con- 
siderable loss of life on both sides 


will be generally. deplored. Never- 


theless, the publication of what the 
Board of Deputies described as a 
one-sided comment by the Foreign 
Office—also in an attempt, as THE 
TIMES admitted, to appease the 
Arabs—is unlikely to be very effec- 
tive. At the same time, in view of 
the delicate international situation, 
it is most important that Israel 
should carefully consider her every 
action. Ihere will be. widespread 
sympathy for the innocent victims 
of murderous Arab attacks. from 


across the frontier, and no one can 


condemn the urgent Israeli demand 
for punishment of the malefactors, 


but, apart from anything else, a_ 


policy of reprisals may alienate 
public opinion abroad at a moment 
when its support is most important. 


AN EVIL SPIRIT 


Ir js deplorable that this sacred 
season, with its message of peace 
and fellowship, should have been 
darkened by campaign of 
unbridled abuse and: vituperation, 
conducted in the name of reli- 
gion. Sorrow contrition 
should have been the spontaneous 
and universal -reaction’. when 
demonstrations which Jed to 
violence occurred in the streets of 
Jerusalem on the Sabbath. preced- 
ing Rosh Hashana. . This lament- 
able affair—which is now. the 
subject of a judicial inquiry by. the 
Government of’. Israel—ought to 
have been a solemn. warning of 
the danger that threatens. the 
common weal, when fanaticism 
and intransigence, instead of good 
will and tolerance, prevail among 


fellow-citizens, Above all; one 
would have expected those who 


speak in the name of religion to 


have sought, to promote peace and 
reconciliation, or, at any rate, to’ 
‘have refrained. from exacerbating 


the strife. They, at least, scarcely 
needed reminding of. the advice 
given by famous rabbis in the 
Pirke Abot: “ Abtalyon  said,.‘ Ye 
sages, be heedful of your words... 
lest the Heavenly name be. pro- 
faned.”. And Hillel, who received 
the tradition from him, said,..° Be 
of the disciples’ of Aaron, loving 
peace and pursuing peace, loving 
thy. fellow-creatures, and drawing 
them near to the Torah.”

Eric Mendelsohn’s Influence 


Eric Mendelsohn, By ARNOLD 
Wuittick. Leonard Hill. 46s.

It would have satisfied most men to 
have become one of the outstanding 
architects of his generation but, even 
during the periods of his greatest 
successes, Eric Mendelsohn was 
conscious of his separate destiny as a 
Jew. ©“ All efforts” he wrote “to 
become one with the native people— 
compulsory through the inquisition, 
voluntary through assimilation—-have 
failed.” 

-early -as. 1923 he. had been 
designing architectural projects for 
Israel but he was to experience the 
torment of every Jew born in German, 
at the end of the last century, before 
he was later to find peace in Jerusalem. 

Mendelsohn ‘was born East 
Prussia in 1887: his work in the 
country of his birth earned him inter- 
national fame, but that was no pass- 
port to life in Nazj Germany, even if 
he had wished to remain under a 
despotism which was as foreign to his 
character as it would have been for 
him to disguise his race and religion. 
His story is that of a million Jews. 
Four trmes he was torn from his roots. 
From Germany. he travelled to 
England where, in 1933, he was in 
practice with Serge Chermaveff and 
built’ the Bexhill Pavilion—still a 
milestone in the development of 
architecture in Great. Britain.

Dr. Judith’ Grunfeld, wife of 
Dayan [. Grunfeld, spoke at The 
Holmes, Prestwich, last-week on “ 
Secret of the Survival of the Jewish 
People” to an all-female audience. 

“We have,” She said, “ three. pillars 
of our Jewish life—kashrut, shabbat, 
and taharat: hamishpacha’ (family. purity) 


which have maintained us throughout 
our history.” | 

Ninety per cent of all Jewish 
families. were registered with. kosher 
butchers, she said. And although’ 
Shabbat observance owas fot so 
high, it had not reached such a low 
ebb as taharat hamishpacha. to
